REPORT OF SCHOOLHOUSE COMMITTEE. 


? Report of the Committee on new school house at East Wal- 
pole, and addition to the High and North schoolhouses, also 
drainage of High School lot, and that part of School street in 
front of lot. 


The undersigned having been appointed by the Town to at- 
tend to these matters, respectfully report as follows : 

The lot of land adjoining the old schoolhouse on Bird street 
was purchased of Mr. Morrissey,and a four room building erect- 
ed thereon. 

As soon as the lot was secured, architects were invited to 
submit sketches for the proposed building, and the following did 
so, viz:— J. Lawrence Barry, G. Walter Capen, Wm. A. 
Dykeman, Cooper & Bailey, Walter Parkhurst, Wm. T. ‘Towner, 
anc. Al& FN. Russell. 

After careful consideration, the plans of Messrs. Russell 
were adopted, as being best suited to the needs of the Town, 
especially as their plans are such that four more rooms may be 
added, without interfering in any way with the original plan of 
the building, or necessitating the addition of more hall or toilet 
rooms. As soon as working drawings could be made, bids were 
asked for. In all we received three, viz. : 


M. W. Allen & Son, $10,886 oo 
Chas. A. Smith, 10,246 00 
Wm. G. Cruikshank, 95495 00 


The above amounts did not include heating and ventilating, 
or interior furnishings, or grading of lot. 
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The contract was awarded, after scaling down the plans 
somewhat, to Mr. Cruikshank for the sum of $9,000. 

After the building was well underway, we asked for bids 
for the heating and ventilating plant. We found that the state 
police are very exacting in their requirements as to ventilation, 
and found when the bids came in that the figures were out of 
our reach. We received bids from nine reputable concerns, 
ranging from about $1,300 to $1,995. We finally awarded the 
contract to the Fuller & Warren Co., for the sum of $1200.

After a good deal of study on our part, we 
employed Mr. W. O. Badger of Hyde Park to make a survey of 
the school lot and street, and came to the conclusion that the 
only thing to do was to lay a pipe from the ash pits of the school 
building to the street, and thence to East street, connecting with 
pipe already in use. This plan was carried out, and we hope 
will do the work expected of it.

The town has been very free from contagious diseases during 
the year, with the exception of scarlet fever, of which several 
cases occurred simultaneously. As this occurred during the 
summer vacation, when people live out of doors to a certain 
extent, we escaped the serious outbreak that they have had in 
some nearby towns. 

For the year there were reported to the Board six cases of 
scarlet fever and one case of diphtheria. In each case, on the 
recovery of the patient, the Board disinfected the premises. 

One undertaker was given a license. 

Twenty-three jobs of plumbing have been inspected by a 
member of the Board. 

In regard to the inspection of plumbing, as the town has 
not adopted the statutes (Rev. Laws, No. 103) in regard to 
plumbing and plumbers, while the Board might not be able to 
enforce its rules and regulations with the plumber who does the 
work, it will prohibit the use of any fixture that it considers to 
be defective, so that it is for the interest of the owner to see that 
the plumber he employs complys with the rules and regulations 
of the Board. Some plumbers from out of town are inclined to 
think that anything is good enough for Walpole. 

All those contemplating any work of this kind can havea 
copy of the rules and regulations in regard to Bi Dne by apply- 
ing to members of the Board.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To THE CITIZENS OF WALPOLE: 


As a member of your School Board I beg leave to submit a 
few facts and comments concerning the management of your 
Schools, which have come to my note during the two years 
which I have been privileged to serve as a member of the School 
Committee. Some little time after having gone upon the Board, 
I was surprised that there were no bills presented to the Board 
for their approval. Upon investigation, I found that the Super- 
intendent and Chairman of the Board had constituted themselves 
as the executives in this matter, and had expended the money 
and approved the bills without any reference to the wishes of 
other members of the Committee. This I objected to without 
any effect. I next protested to the Board of Selectmen concern- 
ing any such manner of doing business, and requested them to 
pass no bills unless the same were authorized by vote of the 
School Committee. This caused some dissatisfaction; the chair- 
man of the Board asserting that I was questioning his honesty in 
taking such action. I did not for a moment question the hon- 
esty or veracity of the Chairman of the School Board, but did 
think he acted in poor taste and what might be considered a snub 
to the remainder of the Board, in acting as he did, especially 
when objection was raised to such procedure. One of your 
committee at that time vouchsafed the information that I could 
learn what the money was expended for, if I would get the Town 
Report at the end of the year and peruse the same. This was a 
funny statement to make to anyone who was supposed to have 
the expenditures in hand. The public statutes have provided 
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that the control and entire management of the schools shall be 
vested in the School Committee. ‘Their duties and powers are 
not permissible as some of the members of our Board might 
think, but they are mandatory, and say what the School Board 
SHALL do. They have also very wisely provided for the elec- 
tion of a Superintendent of Schools, for the better carrying out 
of educational advantages, which our schools are intended to fur- 
nish. This person is but an executive officer of the School 
Board, without any administrative authority, and it strikes me 
that such official should go by the dictations of the School Com- 
mittee, or come to them for instructions, rather than proceeding 
to be the whole School Board as well as Superintendent. That 
person informs me that when he came here, it was with the 
distinct understanding that he was to have the entire control of 
the school department. It does not seem to me that any school 
committee who should have engaged him could have made any 
such unjustifiable act, as it is a well known fact that the person- 
ality of the School Board may change each year, and the man- 
agement of schools in policy may change accordingly. In going 
upon the Board I found that the business was done in a very 
slipshod and unbusiness-like manner, the members taking very 
little interest, and not undertaking to say what should or what 
should not be done concerning the schools. This also applies 
to the election of teachers as well. It is my opinion that all such 
matters should be directly acted upon by the school board. I 
do not intend to say that the superintendent should not recom- 
mend teachers for the various schools, but it is my opinion that 
that official should at least recommend two persons to the school 
committee, and allow them to decide which one should be chosen. 
This action would remove all chances of jobbery or dickering in 
the election of our teachers. I shall endeavor during the com- 
ing year to have the school committee attend strictly to the duties 
devolving upon them, even though I have to proceed to the 
courts to influence such action. I have no axe to grind in the 
matter, but simply want the affairs conducted in a business-like 
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manner, and in the way that the law has provided that they 
should be. 

You have, without doubt, perused the report, and find that our 
expenditures during the past year have been upwards of $22,250. 
This is fully as much as the town can afford to pay, and, while 
I do not wish to reduce the quality and standing of the schools 
in the least, still our valuation sets the amount which we can 
expend, notwithstanding the fact that some neighboring town 
may expend more or pay larger salaries than we; we are bound 
to live within our income. I trust that the school committee 
may see their way of maintaining the schools the coming year at 
their present state of efficiency, for a sum perhaps below the 
amount which was expended this year. In last year’s report, 
the superintendent declared that the High School building was 
not suitable for the purpose, and thought it might be better to 
sell the same for a tenement house, and erect a new High School 
building, and in connection with the same, made the assertion 
that if we were to have the scholars from our neighboring towns, 
it would be essential, if not necessary, to do this. I do not be- 
lieve that the town of Walpole is in a position at the present 
- time to erect school buildings, or go into the plan of furnishing 
academic instructions to the pupils from our neighboring towns. 
I believe that such would be a poor business procedure, and am 
borne out by the fact that the town of Medfield has, during the 
last year, established a High School of its own, and is therefore 
taking care of the scholars which no doubt our Superintendent 
had in mind when he spoke of having tuition, or scholars from 
our neighboring towns.. The High School building has been 
repaired, and, 1 believe, now is suitable for the needs of the 
town. Concerning the water getting into the basement, I would 
say that with very little expense this thine could be overcome, 
and the water that accumulates there taken care of so as not to 
interfere with the operation of the school. 

The matter of Fire Escapes in the Center school building 
has been brought prominently before your school board at various 
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times during the past year, but from personal investigation of 
the celerity with which the scholars can be removed from the 
building in case of emergency, I do not believe that the same 
would be necessary or essential. I should regard them as more 
of a menace to the lives of our children than I should for their 
benefit. I trust that the town will authorize no expenditure for 
the establishment of the same. 

During the past year, the new building at the East has been 
built and occupied by three of the schools. In this building and 
in the old building there now are two vacant rooms, and if it is 
necessary to provide further school accommodations for pupils 
now attending the Center school, it might not be any harm to 
consider the feasability of transporting, for a year or two at least, 
the scholars from the Center, to occupy the vacant rooms in the 
East building. This, in my estimation, would take care of the 
pressure at the Center school, and also remove the school from 
the Town Hall building and allow the same to be used for better 
purposes. 

Concerning the matter of salaries, I beg to state that the 
same have been raised perceptibly since I became a member of 
the Board, and I believe that we are now paying for the various 
grades as much as the town can afford to pay. This, of course, 
is not disputing the fact but what the present teachers may be 
worth more than they are at present receiving. As I before 
mentioned, this fact should be established by the amount the 
town can afford to pay, and not what some richer town is will- 
ing to pay for salaries for the School Teachers. , 

The matter of transportation is a grave question, and can- 
not, I believe, be arranged to the advantage of all the pupils of 
the town, but it cannot be gainsaid that a// the pupils have as 
much right to be transported to school as any one. The mere 
fact that some of the scholars live in an isolated locality and not 
on the line of conveyance, should not preclude them from having 
some means of free transportation to the school. There is no 
section of the town which our Board of Assessors overlooks ; 
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each has to pay its proportionate part of all the running expenses 
of the Town, and it is no more than right that their children 
should receive advantages equal with those of any other sections 
of the town. 

The statute provides that the Secretary of the School Board 
shall keep an accurate report of the proceedings of the School 
Committee. I feel that this has not been done, and might vouch- 
safe the information that such official has not kept any record at 
all. The duties, of course, would be exacting, but I believe if 
the secretary is not willing to keep the records as they should be 
kept, that he should give way to some one who would be willing 
to do so. 

It is not my purpose in making this report to unjustly criti- | 
cize any person or officer, but to simply state the matters as I

The contract for furnishing and setting up the fire alarm 
apparatus was awarded to the George M. Stevens Co., of Bos- 
ton, and for the construction of the line to F. A. Hartshorn, Jr., 
of this town, all of which has been performed in a satisfactory 
manner. | 

Through the contributions of mill owners, five fire alarm 
boxes have been established in East Walpole, and one at the J. 
B. Lewis mill in Walpole Center. 

A new and larger fire whistle was purchased to give alarms 
at the Center, the condition of the old whistle making this ex- 
penditure essential, if not necessary. 

A connection has been made with the clock at the Central 
Fire Station, which strikes a test blow at 6.30 morning and even- 
ing. The time of this blow cannot be guaranteed, but it might 
be permissable to state that the same will not vary more than 
fifteen seconds from the true time. The test blow at 8.05 in the 
evening has been discontinued. 
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Previous to the installation of the system an arrangement 
was made with the New England Telephone and Telegraph Co., 
whereby their operator on duty would send out a fire or any other 
desired signal which might be requested from their telephone 
subscribers, for which they received no compensation. We 
think it only just and right that each operator should receive 
some compensation for the service, and would recommend that 
fifty cents be paid to the operator for each fire or other signal 
which they might be required to send out. This, we believe, 
would tend to make them prompt and correct, and the town 
would receive the benefit accordingly. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


We believe that the town should each year make some ap- 
propriation toward the extension of the system, and would 
recommend that at the coming town meeting the town appropri- 
ate asum of money sufficient to establish seven (7) fire alarm 
boxes in East Walpole, and two (2) at Walpole Center, the 
same to be located at the corner of East and High Plain streets, 
and on East street, opposite the residence of A. L. Kilbourn, 
respectively. All of which is respectfully submitted.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BY-LAWS 
FOR THE TOWN OF WALPOLE. 


ARTICLE, 


OF TOWN MEETINGS AND RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT 
THEREOF. 


SECTION I, The annual Town Meeting for the election of 
town officers shall be held on the first Monday of March in each 
year. The warrant for said annual meeting shall contain such 
articles as are required for raising and appropriating moneys, 
and for general and special town purposes. For the election of 
a moderator of said meeting, the polls shall be opened on or be- 
fore seven o’clock in the forenoon, and after the election of a 
moderator they shall remain open for the election of town officers 
until two o’clock in the afternoon, after which time a vote may 
be passed to close them forthwith. Each and every article in- 
serted in the warrant of any town meeting or special town meet- 
ing calling for the appropriation of money or involving the 
expenditure of money shall be referred to a committee of fifteen 
legal voters, of which committee the chairmen of the Selectmen 
and of the Assessors, Superintendent of Streets, the chairman 
of the School Committee, the chairman of the Water Commis- 
sioners, and the chairman of the Board of Health, for the ensuing 
year shall be members efficzz, ex-officto, and the remaining mem- 
bers shall be appointed by the moderator to serve in the following 
manner: Three for three years, three for two years, and three 
for one year. 
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Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of said committee to consider 
all the articles of the warrant referred to them, and make report 
thereof with their estimates and recommendations for the final 
action of the town. Said committee shall hold a public hearing 
on said articles on the Monday preceding each meeting. 


SEcT. 3. The warrants for all town meetings shall be di- 
rected to either of the Constables of the Town, and meetings 
shall be notified by posting attested copies of the warrant in each 
of the 'Post-offices of the Town, and in not less than ten other 
public places, seven days at least before the day of such meeting. 
Special town meetings, however, may be called by the Select- 
men, upon a petition of not less than twenty-five legal voters, 
stating the objects thereof, which meetings shall be notified by 
posting such copies in said public places, seven days at least be- 
fore the day of meeting. 


Sect. 4. The Town officers which are required by law to be 
chosen by ballot, and their respective terms of office, shall be 
designated in the warrant for the annual meeting. 


SEcT, 5. At any town meeting held for the transaction of 
town, business, no person whose name is not upon the list of 
voters shall be admitted to the floor of the hall, and it shall be 
the duty of the Constables and the Police officers to enforce this 
by-law, but the same shall not apply to the Annual State and 
Town Elections while the voters are casting their ballots. 


SEecT.6. Rules for the Government of Town Meetings :— 
All questions submitted for the consideration of the Town, in- 
volving the expenditure of money, shall be in writing or printed. 
No vote fixing the period for closing a ballot shall be recon- 
sidered after such a ballot shall have commenced, but it may be 
in order to extend the period without such reconsideration. 
When a question is under debate motions shall be received to 
adjourn, to lay on the table, the previous question, to postpone 
to a certain time, to postpone indefinitely, to commit, or to 
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~ 


amend, which several motions shall have precedence in the order 
in which they are herein arranged. 

The powers and duties of the presiding officer not especially 
provided for by law, or by the foregoing rules, shall be deter- 
mined by the rules of practice contained in ‘* Cushing’s Manual,” 
so far as they are adapted to the condition and powers of the 
town. 

No vote shall be reconsidered except upon a motion made 
within one hour after such vote is passed, unless such reconsid- 
eration is ordered by a vote of two-thirds of the voters present 
and voting. 


Sect. 7. No motion to dissolve a Town Meeting shall be in 
order until every article in the warrant therefor has been duly 
considered and acted upon. 


Sect. 8. Upon taking the question, if the decision of the 
Moderator is doubted, or a division of the house called for, the 
Moderator shall request the house to be seated, and shall appoint 
tellers. The question shall then be distinctly stated, and those 
in the affirmative and negative respectively, shall be requested to 
rise and stand in their places until they are counted by the tellers, 
who shall carefully count each side and make report thereof to 
the Moderator, and no person shall be counted who does not 
occupy a seat, provided that the tellers, under the direction of 
the Moderater, may count the votes of those who are unable to 
obtain seats. ; 


Sect. 9. Motions shall be submitted to the meeting in writ- 
ing when so required by the Moderator. 


AVE LC eT: 


OF CERTAIN POWERS AND DUTIES OF TOWN OFFICERS NOT 
PRESCRIBED BY THE STATUTES. 


Secrion 1. The Selectmen shall have full authority as 
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agents of the town, to institute and prosecute suits in the name 
of the town, and to appear and defend suits brought against it, 
and to appear in proceedings before any tribunal, unless it is 
otherwise specially ordered by a vote of the town. 


SECT. 2. The Selectmen may authorize the Treasurer to bor- 
row money temporarily, in anticipation of the collection of 
taxes, and to give promissory notes therefor in behalf of the 
town, the same to be signed by the Treasurer and countersigned 
by a majority of the Selectmen, and all promissory notes of the 
town shall be executed in like manner. 


‘Sect. 3. Whenever it shall be necessary to execute any deed | 
conveying land, the same shall be executed by the Treasurer, in 
behalf of the town, unless the town shall otherwise vote in any 


special case. 


SEcT. 4. The Selectmen shall annually appoint three or 
more Police officers, pursuant to Revised Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 
85-94, who, in addition to their other duties required by the laws 
of the Commonwealth, shall make complaints and carry into 
execution any judgments for violations of these by-laws, except- 
ing those relating to truancy. 


SEcT. 5. The Selectmen shall annually, not less than seven 
days before the Annual Meeting, cause to be printed and distrib- 
uted among the tax-payers of the town, a detailed Report of all 
moneys paid out of the Town Treasury during the preceding 
financial year, with such information and recommendations as 
they may deem proper, and with detailed estimates of the 
amounts of money which will be required for the current finan- 
cial year. The Reports of the Auditor.. and of the School Com- 
mittee, also the record of the town meetings held during the 
preceding year, and an abstract of the Births, Marriages and 
Deaths, to be furnished by the Town Clerk, shall also be printed 
annually with the Selectmen’s Report. Each decennial valuation 
of estates made by the Assessors, or an abstract thereof, together 
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with a list of poll tax payers, shall be printed with the Select- 
men’s Report for the next year after the same shall be made. 


Sect. 6. The Highway Surveyor shall keep a record of his 
official acts, and an account of receipts and expenditures. All 
specific repairs of streets or bridges, all contracts for making or 
repairing the same, and all bills for the same shall be authorized 
or approved by a majority of the Board of Selectmen. The 
Superintendent shall annually, in March or April, inspect the 
streets and bridges of the town to determine their condition in 
respect to safety, to the existence of obstructions and encroach- 
ments, and need of repair. He shall make a report to the town 
annually on or before February 1, to be printed with the Select- 
men’s Report, specifying the work which has been done, and 
the amounts which have been expended on each street, with an 
estimate of the appropriation required for highways the succeed- 
ing year. 


Sect. 7. Notice of intention to lay out, alter or discontinue 
a town way, in addition to the notice required by the Revised 
Laws shall be given by publication in any newspaper published 
in Norfolk County before the day of hearing. 

Srcr. 8. Whenever a town way is laid out or altered, a plan 
thereof shall be made and filed in the Town Clerk’s office, with 
the location thereof, and it shall be the duty of the Town Clerk 
to keep a book of records for the sole purpose of recording the 
location of all highways and townways within the town, with an 
index thereto.

ARTICLE III. 


FINANCIAL REGULATIONS. 


SECTION 1. The financial year shall begin with the first day 
of January in each year, and end with the last day of December 
following. 


S 


SeEcT. 2, No money shall be paid from the treasury except 
the State and County taxes, and notes and interest thereon, with- 
out a warrant therefor, signed by a majority of the Selectmen. 


SEcT.3. The assessment of taxes shall be completed and the 
tax-list and warrant shall be delivered to the Collector on or 
before the fifteenth day of August in each year. All persons 
who are assessed a poll tax only, shall pay the same within four- 
teen days from the time their tax bill is presented; all persons 
who pay their taxes voluntarily on personal or real estate on or 
before the first Tuesday after the first Monday in November of 

_€ach year, shall be allowed a discount of six per cent., and 
interest at the rate of six per cent. per annum shall. be charged | 
and collected on all taxes remaining unpaid at that time. 


SEctT. 4. The Collector shall cause to be printed upon the 
tax bills the foregoing by-law, with the rate of interest on 
unpaid taxes fixed by a vote of the town. 


SEcT. 5.. The compensation of the Collector of Taxes shall 
be such rate per cent. on all taxes committed to him for collec- 
tion, that the town shall vote at the annnal meeting, which shall 
bein full for all services and expenses ; and he shall pay over 
to the Treasurer all moneys received by him for taxes as soon as 
scollected; and he shal] pay over to the Treasurer the amount of 
-all the taxes accrued, committed to him on or before the first day 
~of January next following the commitment, except such as may 
“be abated by the Assessors ; and he shall not be entitled to any 
compensation until the whole amount of taxes and all accrued 
interest shall have been paid in to the treasury as aforesaid. 


SEcT. 6. No Town Officer having the control of the expen- 
diture of the public money, shall incur any debt or obligation on 
account of the Town, in any department, beyond the amount 
appropriated therefor by the Town; and no amount, for any 
department, beyond the sum appropriated, shall be drawn from 
the town treasury until the same is sanctioned and approved by 

.the Town. 
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Secr. 7. In all accounts brought against the Town for set- 
tlement, the Selectmen shall require each item of indebtedness 
to be clearly stated before their acceptance of the same. 


Srecr. 8. There shall be chosen at the annual meeting three 
Auditors of accounts, who shall audit the accounts of the ‘1 reas- 
urer and Collector; and for this purpose they shall have access 
to and examine all accounts kept by the Selectmen, School 
Committee, Engineers of the Fire Department, and all other 
Town Officers. They shall have power to employ the assist- 
ance of an expert accountant when they think proper. 


ARTICLE: IV. 
TRUANCY. 


Section 1. All habitual truants residing in this town, and 
children between the ages of seven and fifteen years, who may 
be found wandering about in the streets or public places of said 
town, and having no lawful occupation or business, not attend- 
ing school, and growing up in ignorance, shall be committed to 
the union truant school established by the county commissioners 
of this county and other counties. 


Sect. 2. The School Committee shall annually appoint and 
fix the compensation of two suitable persons to be Truant 
Officers, who shall perform the duties required by the provisions 
of Revised Laws, Chapter 46. 


Srecr. 3. It shall be the duty of any Truant Officer, before 
making any complaint according to law, to notify the parent or 
guardian of any such child as is described in the first section of 
this article, if he has any, of the offence, and if satisfactory 
pledges shall be given to the Truant Officer for the future re- 
straint and reformation of such child, he may in his discretion 
forbear to make or prosecute such complaint, so long as such 
pledges shall be faithfully kept. 


ITO 


Sect. 4. The Truant Officers shall keep a record of their 
official acts, and make an annual report thereof to the School 
Committee, who shall publish the same in their annual report. 


ARTICLE “vi. 
POLICE REGULATIONS. 


SEcTion 1. The Selectmen, before granting a written per- 
mission to move a building in any public street or way in the 
town, shall ascertain if the destruction or injury of any shade 
or ornamental tree, shrub, or any fixture of ornament or utility, 
standing in a street, way, or enclosure adjoining the same, will 
be caused thereby, and if in such case, in the opinion of the 
Selectmen, such permission should be granted, they may require 
the person applying to give satisfactory security to any person 
owning such trees, shrubs, or fixtures to indemnify him for any 
damage caused as aforesaid, before giving such permission. 


SxcT. 2. Whoever shall pasture any cattle, goats, or other 
animals, either with or without a keeper, upon any street or 
way in the town, shall forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty dollars 
for each violation hereof, provided that nothing herein contained 
shall effect the right of a person to the use of the land within 
the limits of a street or way adjoining his own premises, 


SEcT. 3. Hawkers and Peddlers shall not sell in said 
Walpole, books, newspapers, pamphlets, fuel, fruit, provisions, 
ice, live animals, brooms, or the product of their own labor or 
of the labor of their families without having been duly licensed 
so to do by the Selectmen of said Walpole in accordance with 
Chap. 65, of the Revised Laws. Whoever violates the pro- 
visions of this section shall forfeit and pay a fine of not more 
than ten dollars for each offence. 


SecT. 4. Whoever shall deal in or keep a shop for the pur- 
chase, sale or barter of junk, old metals or second hand articles 


ip 


in this town shall be duly licensed by the Board of Selectmen, 
and display badges upon their person{when engaged in collect- 
ing, transporting or dealing in said articles. Such shops and 
all articles of merchandise therein, and any place, vehicle or 
receptacle used for the collection or keeping of the articles 
aforesaid may be examined at all times by the Selectmen of this 
town or by any person by them authorized pursuant to the pro- 
visions of Chap. 187 of the Acts of 1902. The fee for such 
licenses shall amount to not more than ten dollars. Whoever 
violates the provisions of this By-Law shall forfeit a sum not 
exceeding ten dollars for each offence. 


Srecr. 5. Whoever shall behave in any indecent or disorderly 
manner, or use profane, indecent and insulting language, in any 
public place, or on any sidewalk or street in the town, to the 
annoyance or disturbance of any other person there being or 
passing in a peaceable manner, shall forfeit and pay a sum not 
less than one dollar, nor more than twenty dollars for each 
offence. 


-Srcr.6. Three or more persons shall not continue to stand 
or remain in a group or near to each other, on any sidewalk or in 
any public place, in such a manner as to obstruct a free passage 
for foot passengers, after having been requested by a constable or 
police officer to move on, and any person who shall violate the 
provisions of this By-law, shall forfeit and pay a sum not ex- 
ceeding five dollars. 


Sect. 7. Whoever shall affix with paste or other adhesive 
substance, any bill, placard, or notice, or shall write any figures, 
words or devices, to or upon a building, fence, or wall, in the 
town, where the owner or occupant shall have posted a notice 
forbidding the same, shall forfeit and pay a sum not less than 
one dollar, nor more than ten dollars for each offence. 


Sect. 8. Whoever shall wilfully or maliciously deface or 
tear down any bill, placard or notice, posted for a lawful pur- 
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pose, except the same be affixed to premises owned by him or 
under his control, shall forfeit and pay a sum not less than one 
dollar, nor more than ten dollars for each offence. 


SECT. 9. Whoever shall ride any horse, or drive any horse 
or horses attached to a vehicle of any description, in or upon 
any street or way for public travel, at such an immoderate rate 
of speed as to endanger or expose to injury or inconvenience any 
person, standing, walking, or riding therein, shall forfeit and 
pay a sum not less than five dollars, nor more than twenty dol- 
lars, for each offence. 


SEcT. 10. Whoever shall be or remain upon any doorstep, 
portico or other projection from any house or building, or upon 
any wall or fence on or near any street or public place, after 
being requested by any occupant of the premises or by any con- 
stable or police officer to remove therefrom, shall forfelt and pay 
asum not less than one dollar, nor more than ten dollars, for 
each offence. 


SEcT. 11. Whoever shall coast upon any sled or sleds upon 
any sidewalk, or in any street or public place, except upon such 
streets or places as the Selectmen may by public notice designate 
for such purpose, shall forfeit and pay a sum not less than one 
dollar, nor more than five dollars, for each offence. 


SEcT. 12, Whoever, by any means or in any manner, shall 
wilfully frighten any horse, or play at any game /n which a ball 
is used, or shoot with bows and arrows, or throw stones or other 
missiles, in any street or on any sidewalk, shall forfeit and pay a 
sum not less than one dollar, nor more than ten dollars, for each 
offence. 


SECT. 13. Whoever shall drive any horse, cattle or swine, 
or permit any horse, cattle or Swine, under his care to go upon 
and over any sidewalk, or suffer any horse to remain hitched 
across any sidewalk, or hitch his horse to any ornamental tree

standing, or growing upon any sidewalk, or draw or propel any 
handcart over any sidewalk, so as thereby to cause any injury 
either to person or property of others, or to obstruct the safe 
and convenient passing of persons lawfully using the same, shall 
forfeit and pay a sum not less than one dollar, nor more than ten 
dollars, for each offence. 


Sect. 14. Whoever, unless by leave of the town officers 
having charge of the repairs of the highways, shall throw or 
deposit in any street, or on any sidewalk, any ashes, dirt, rub- 
bish or filth of any kind, or any animal or vegetable substance, 
shall forfeit and pay a sum not less than one dollar, nor more 
than ten dollars, for each offence. 


Srecr. 15. Whoever shall throw or drop in or upon any foot- 
path, sidewalk or highway in the town, any piece of wire, nail, 
glass, metal or mineral, that might or would be a source of 
annoyance or danger to any one lawfully passing over or using 
such path, walk or way, shall forfeit and pay a sum not less than 
five dollars, nor more than ten dollars for each offence. 


Srecr. 16. Whoever shall suffer any wood or coal or any 
cart or wagon to remain within the limits of a street or upon any 
sidewalk, so as in any manner to obstruct the travel thereon, or 
for more than twenty-four hours after he has been notified by the 
Superintendent of Streets, or any Constable or Police Officer to 
remove the same, shall forfeit and pay a sum not less than one 
dollar, and not more than ten dollars, for each offence. 


Srecr. 17. Whoever shall make any indecent figures or write 
any indecent or obscene words upon any fence, building or 
structure in any public place, or wantonly expose his naked 
person to the view of other persons then and there passing, or 
being in any street or public place, or in or near any dwelling- 
house, or commit a nuisance upon any sidewalk or against any 
tree, building or structnre adjoining the same, shall forfeit and 
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pay a sum not less than five dollars, nor more than twenty dollars, 
for each offence. 


ARTICLE vil. 


SECTION 1. These By-Laws may be amended at any annual 
Town Meeting, an article or articles for that purpose having 
been inserted in the warrant for such meeting. 


SEcT. 2. All forfeitures under any of the By-Laws of the 
Town shall be recovered by complaint, and shall inure to the use 
of the Town of Walpole. 


SEcT. 3. No person shall be prosecuted or tried for any 
breach of the provisions of any By-Law of the town, unless the 
complaint for the same shall be made within six months from the 
time of committing such breach. 


SEcT. 4. These By-Laws shall take effect from and after 
their approval by the Superior Court, and all By-Laws hereto- 
fore adopted by the town are hereby repealed. :

Article Five. To see if the town will approve the list of 
jurors, as prepared by the Selectmen, and posted as required by 
law.

The meeting was called to order at 6.15 A. M., by Julius 
Guild, Presiding Officer,and Harry L. Howard, Town Clerk, 
read the warrant. George H..Ryan and John H. Maguire were 
appointed ballot clerks, by the; Selectmen, and before entering 
upon their duties were duly sworn by the Town Clerk. Eight 
shelves or compartments were provided by the town and guarded 
according to law. ff | 

The first set of ballots furnished by the Secretary of the 

Commonwealth, said to contain eight hundred and fifty ballots, 
were before the opening of the polls on said day, delivered to 
the Chairman of the Selectmen by the Town Clerk and his re= 
ceipt taken therefor. | 

The ballot box called the Acme, furnished by the Secretary 
of the Commonwealth, before the balloting began was opened 
in public meeting and examined by the Selectmen and found to 
be empty, and the Register of said box was set at zero, and duly 
locked as required by law. 
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_.., The seal of the first package, containing the first set of bal- 
lots was publicly broken by the Selectmen and the same was de- 
livered to the ballot clerks, and the cards of instruction and 
Specimen ballots were posted about the room as required by law. 

After which the ows were declared open for the reception of 
votes. pe 

The ballots were delivered to each voter by the ballot clerk, 

after the name of the voter had been publicly announced. and his 
name had been duly checked upon the voting list used by them. 
The ballot delivered to each voter was by him marked in one of the 
voting compartments aforesaid, and thereafter deposited by him 
in the said ballot box, after his name was publicly announced at 
said box and duly checked upon the voting lists used by the 
election officers in charge of said box and list. 

The Selectmen appointed Frank N. Spear, Carl B. Emer- 
son, William C. Crowley, and William Goodfellow as tellers to 
assist thém in’ receiving, sorting and counting said ballots, and 
before éntering upon their duties as such tellers they were duly 
sworn in -by the Town Clerk. The Selectmen and Town Clerk 
had charge of the election and the ballot box, and check lists 
used with the same was in their care. 

The blank-forms furnished by the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth were used by the election officers. The ballots were 
divided’ into blocks, each block was canvassed as required by 
law, and the results of said canvass was reported to the Select- 
men, who caused the total result of said canvass to be recorded 
in the blank forms provided for that purpose, after which it was 
found the register of the ballot showed five hundred and ninety- 
one ballots cast. The number of ballots furnished in the first 
set was six hundred. The names checked upon the voting lists 
at said election was found to be five hundred and ninety-one at 
each of the two voting lists used for the voters.

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REPORT OF THE WATER COMMISSIONERS FOR 
THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1904. 


The Water Commissioners herewith submit their tenth 
annual report, being for the year ending December 31, 1904. 
As in former years, the report contains a detailed statement of 
the receipts and expenditures, together with statistics concerning 
the plant. 

For water sold we have made a profit of $2,156.14, exclusive 
of the $1,500.00 allowed by the town for hydrant service. 

Service work shows a deficit of $942.28, which is accounted 
for by new meters added, and extensions. 

We have paid the fourth series of the bonded indebtedness, 
amounting to $4,000.00, using $1,000,00 of the earnings of the 
Department and the $3,000,00 appropriated by the town for 
that purpose. 

In the year 1904 we had seven leaks on our main pipes; 
these were all in joints, and repaired at a total cost of $22.40, 
or an average cost of about $3.00 per. 

The machinery at the pumping station is beginning to show 
some wear, but has been thoroughly overhauled and is in first- 
class condition. ‘The wells continue to furnish an abundance 
of water, and supplied us with nearly g00,000 gallons on the day 
of the Hollinsworth & Vose ‘fire, without showing any increase 
of draught. 

The gate valves and hydrants have received careful atten- 
tion, and we think the entire plant is in first-class condition. 

The average daily consumption has increased to over 300,- 
ooo gallons, and for days has averaged over 400,000, as, at the 
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time of F. W. Bird & Sons fire, we pumped 848,000 gallons, 
and at Hollingsworth & Vose’s fire 891,000 gallons. As our stor- 
age capacity is only about 250,000 gallons, it has become a very 
serious question as to our ability to furnish good fire service late 
at night or in the early morning. Our pumps are run in the 
early part of the day and again in the afternoon, so that the 
stand pipes will be full at 6 o’clock p. m.; but several times it 
has happened that the stand pipes would be empty at 3 o’clock the 
following morning, and on one occasion were empty at 1 o’clock 
in the morning. The one way to obviate this difficulty is to 
erect another stand pipe on the lot near the East stand pipe. A 
stand pipe 35x45 will give us an increase of about 323,000 gal- 
jons, that is—with our present storage—a capacity of 573,000 
gallons; or a stand pipe 40x45, a total of 673,000 gallons. 

The question of a large main pipe from the East stand pipe 
through Washington street to East Walpole, has been talked of, 
but increased storage must be provided before a larger pipe 
would be of any use. The cost of a stand pipe 35x45, including 
foundation and connections, would be about $6,500, capacity 
about 323,000 gallons, and one 40x45, $8,000, capacity about 
423,000 gallons. 


Early in the fall we caused a house inspection to be made 
in order to check up our books, and also ascertain the number 
and oe eae of the fixtures in use, and are glad to say that, 
with few eXceptions, consumers have kept their plumbing in 
good order; nevertheless, we found that in many cases, fixtures 
had been added of which we had * no record, as the consumer, 
or his plumber, had neglected to wees the Department at the 
time the fixtures were added.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To THE CITIZENS OF WALPOLE: 


The School Committee organized as usual after the annual 
Town Meeting, with J. Edward Plimpton, chairman, and 
Edmund Grover, secretary. 

Regular meetings of the Committee have been held at the 
office of the Superintendent of Schools, on the first Friday of 
each month at 7.45 P. M. Several special meetings have also 
been held. 

At a joint meeting with the Medfield School Committee, 
held in April, Mr. Abner A. Badger was unanimously re-elected 
Superintendent of Schools. 

The new East school building, though not completed in 
season .for the opening of the fall term, was ready about the 
tenth of October. Six class rooms being needed here, three of 
the rooms in the new building have been occupied by the lower 
grades, and one room left vacant, in which the little ones can 
eat their lunch and amuse themselves during the noon hours on 
stormy days. Three rooms of the old building are also utilized 
and one left vacant. 

At the Center School there is still a lack of accommoda- 
tions, so that one grade still holds its sessions in the Town Hall, 
under bad conditions of light and ventilation, and with a bad 
environment. The water closets at the Center School are a 
disgrace to the town, and ought to be improved at once. 

The South school building needs repainting and reshingling. 
The basement at the school is in a shocking condition, poorly 
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lighted and unsanitary. The old planking ought to be removed, 
and the whole basement cemented. This would give a little 
more head room, and get rid of much decaying vegetable matter. 
The High School has been considerably improved, and so far 
the leaks seem to be practically stopped. The North School is 
in a pretty good condition. ‘The new part should have another 
coat of paint. 

We refer you to the report of your very efficient superin- 
tendent of Schools for a comprehensive account of the educa- 
tional work of the schools.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF WALPOLE: 


I hereby submit my fifth annual report, the twentieth in the 
series of annual reports of the Superintendent of the Walpole 
Public Schools. 

It is with great pleasure that I am able to report that the 
year has been a most prosperous one for the schools from an 
educational standpoint. While the same course of study has 
been followed, as in the past two years, it has been strength- 
ened — intensified and made more comprehensive. The Indus- 
trial Work, so well begun last year, has been increased this year 
by the introduction of sewing for the girls, while the boys have 
continued with the basketry and reed work, and now they are to 
be given bench work of various kinds. 

A splendid spirit has pervaded the school rooms, and the 
greatest harmony and good will has existed between the pupils, 
teachers, and superintendent. 

In the early part of the year, the school work was some- 
what interrupted by the intense cold weather, and the failure of 
the electric cars to transport the pupils. The loss thus sustained 
has however, been offset in a measure by the improved school 
facilities since September. 

At the East, all the grades are Per ntined, and the first four 
grades occupy separate rooms while the last four grades occupy 
two rooms, and as there are not over thirty-six pupils in any one 
room, the conditions are nearly ideal for class instruction — the 
best in town.

At the North and South, the conditions are practically 
alike, for there we have three grades in a room, with over thirty 
pupils to a teacher, and it is impossible to secure the same 
results in these schools as in the rooms containing only one 
grade. 

At the Center the conditions for good work are even worse 
than last year. Modern toilet rooms and an additional schoolroom 
must be provided during the summer, if the best results are to 
be expected there. 

The school in the Town Hall must be removed, as the envi- 
ronment and ventilation is totally unfit for school children, and 
teacher, and it is impossible to do satisfactory work either men- 
tally, morally, or physically. 


TEACHERS. 


There are twenty-seven teachers employed. Nineteen of 
these are in the grades, five in the High school, and three are 
special teachers. 

There have been seven resignations, and ten appointments 
during the year. 

Although there have been so many changes, we still have a 
very strong corps of teachers. A more hardworking, enthusi- 
astic, loyal corps would be hard to find. I consider it a great 
privilege to be associated with such teachers, and I feel that the 
town of Walpole will some day be better and purer, as a result 
of their example and instruction. The world must be _ better 
because they have lived and worked in it. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The only change in the teaching force of the High school 
during the year, has been the resignation of the teacher in sten- 
ography and typewriting, Miss Mowry, who was employed only 
one day a week, and the election of Miss Reed for the same posi- 
tion who gives her whole time to the Commercial Department.

The Chandler System of Shorthand was adopted in September, 
and the course is now a very practical and popular one, covering 
two years. Graduates ought to be able to fill any ordinary busi- 
ness office with ease and satisfaction. 

The extra teacher relieves the pressure on the other teachers, 
and much better work is being done than ever before. 

The enrolment is five less than last year, due mainly to the 
establishment of a high school in Medfield, covering the first 
two years. A good proportion of the pupils are preparing for 
college or the normal schools. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The attendance has been much better than last year, but it 
is not very satisfactory, for there are too many children allowed 
to be absent from school at every trivial excuse. The instances 
of tardiness have diminished also, which is a very hopeful sign, 
as the habit of always being on hand, if formed in youth, will 
cling to a man or woman and make them very useful citizens. 
It is possible for some children to be absent from school one 
fourth of the time and still not lose their standing in the class, 
but those children are seldom absent. If a child is absent from 
school to perform some given work whereby he is getting a cer- 
tain development, a growth, then it is possible that his absence 
may do him as much good as the school would have in the same 
time. 


DRAWING. 


The work in drawing has been carried on in much the 
same way as last year, the supervisor changing the outlines each 
month, as the experience of last year seemed to indicate. The 
lead pencil work has been emphasized to a greater extent than 
last year. This is a difficult medium to use well, yet it will 
give most pleasing results after proper study and practice. It 
is the medium every one should be able to use, as it is the 
one most ready at hand, whatever we wish to illustrate. Much 
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work has also been done with brush and color, for through this 
work the child secures a fund of information upon which he 
may draw through life. Through the taste training that the 
harmony of color gives, the children are taught to economize as 
well as to avoid superfluity. The High School class is much 
larger than last year, proving that the course is more popular, 
or that more pupils see the advantage of the training secured in 
this class. I feel confident that the work in this branch of the 
curriculum is well up to the average of the towns in the state. 


INDUSTRIAL WORK. 


The Industrial Work is but a continuation of the Drawing, 
as a certain knowledge of drawing is necessary in order to work 
out the designs either in sewing or in the basketry and wood 
work. A good beginning in this work was made last year, and 
this year, through the generosity and kindness of Mrs. Charles 
S. Bird, the girls in the grades 5-8 have instruction in sewing 
once a week, under the supervision of Miss Mathilde Heise, 
who spends one hour with each class, assisted by the regular 
teacher. While the girls are having sewing, the boys are given 
instruction in basketry and wood work. The boys are to make 
their own work benches, and then make one or two useful arti- 
cles. Last spring the children were given instruction in garden- 
ing which will.be continued next spring. 


MUSIC. 


Last September the Weaver System of Music was intro- 
duced under the supervision of Miss Inez Field Damon, a grad- 
uate from Smith College and the Weaver Summer School of 
Music and Art. The aim of the Weaver System is individual 
independence in sight-singing. 

Instruction in staff notation with individual sight reading is 
begun in the first grade, and continued until the child reaches 
the High School. 
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While individual series is introduced only as fast as grades 
are ready for it, individual work is constantly going on, so that 
the pupil soon becomes as accustomed to sing alone as to read 
alone, and in many cases considers it a special privilege. 

Special attention is given to rote songs, and the greatest 
care is taken that the child is kept alive to the esthetic as well 
as to the technical side of music. 

This year the work in the High School consists chiefly of 
chorus singing, under the leadership of the supervisor. A cho- 
rus of one hundred voices is at work upon a cantata, and the 
spirit and enthusiasm displayed is very commendable. A boys’ 
Glee Club and a small orchestra have also been organized. 
This, I believe, will be an incentive as the years go by, for the 
boys in the grades to do such good work that when they reach 
the High School they may become members of the Glee Club 
and Orchestra. 

We cannot expect to see results as early as this, but we do 
expect to see progress, and the progress being made now is very 
satisfactory indeed, and this is due to a great extent to the sym- 
pathetic co-operation of the teachers with the supervisor. The 
pupils have responded readily to the demands of the instructor, 
so that the enthusiasm and willingness of spirit are very notice- 
able throughout the schools. 


SCHOOL LIBRARIES. 


The ** school libraries ” have not increased this year as much 
as could be expected. Five or six hundred volumes are very 
much needed to give each room a fair working library. 

Two or three sets of the ‘* Young Folks Library”? would be 
very acceptable, as also a set of the ‘‘ Stoddard Lectures” for 
each school in town. The schools are fairly well supplied with 
textbooks, but we need more reference and library books, more 
apparatus and specimens for object lessons, in presenting subjects 
for the first time. 
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The value of these ‘‘ school libraries” cannot be overesti- 
mated, for they are the means of stimulating many a boy and 
girl to do better work, to become better boys and girls, better 
men and women, better citizens. 


GIETS. 


In behalf of the schools I wish to thank all those persons 
who have contributed in any way to the betterment of the schools, 
especially Mrs. Walker for the collection of valuable books on 
astronomy and travel; Mr. E. N. Winslow, for the beautiful 
and valuable collection of minerals known as the ‘‘ Turner Col- 
lection”; and Mrs. Charles S. Bird, for the generous gift which 
provides for the instruction in sewing during the year. This is 
greatly appreciated by every mother who has a girl in school, as 
well as by every friend of the schools.» Many a girl has now the 
opportunity to learn how to sew, when otherwise she might never 
have secured this knowledge. 

I also wish to thank the graduating class of the High School 
for the beautiful and very useful present — a sectional bookcase. 
I trust this custom will be continued by each outgoing class. 

The Walpole Woman’s Club and the Wednesday Club have 
continued with their kind ministrations and good will. That 
town is fortunate that has one or two hard working women’s 
clubs within its borders. 


PRESENT NEEDS. 


Modern toilet rooms and a new school room at the Center. 

A new basement floor, house reshingled and repainted, heat 
pipes from the furnace to the cloak rooms, and the other cloak 
room furnished with a water supply at the South. 

An assistant teacher for the Stone School, who would assist 
those children in each grade who for any reason have fallen behind 
in their work. This is a necessity since the grades are all so 
large that the regular teacher cannot properly attend to individual 
drilling. 
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I trust also that two kindergartens will be opened in the 
near future, one at the East, and one at the Center. The kinder- 
garten is a necessity, as it is the foundation of the whole educa- 
tional structure. If this were done, the child need not enter the 
primary or first grade till he or she is six or seven, preferably 
seven years old. Then the child would be able to take up the 
regular school work on entering, in a satisfactory manner to all 
concerned. 

In conclusian I wish to thank the school committee and the 
citizens for their continued confidence and whole hearted support.
